A Word of Warning 

With the warm summer weather the frequency 
of crimes of passion and violence invariably increase. 
The hitch-hiker and child molester have become dan¬ 
gerous menaces and it is a form of life insurance for 
the motoring public to avoid giving rides to the un¬ 
known hiker on the highway. To pick up these people 
means gambling with the motorist’s life and property, 
as well as the lives of family or friends travelling 
with him. Even picking up women hitch-hikers leaves 
a male motorist open to unjust accusations. 

As a preventive measure against the child 
molester, parents must impress upon their children 
the dangers of playing in lonely 3pots, accepting rides 
or taking gifts from strangers. A little attention by 
parents is a logical contribution to crime prevention. 

The parents of teen-agers could impress upon 
their children the dangers of placing themselves in a 
position which could well mean they are open to at¬ 
tack. Many offences occur because these young 
people have thoughtlessly placed themselves in a vul¬ 
nerable position. A little plain talk now may save 
years of regret. 

Police agencies must necessarily seek and obtain 
the co-operation of the public for their own protection. 
An attack on a child or young adult is a harrowing 
experience which can leave an indelible life impression. 
Many of these attacks can be avoided if the young 
people are given proper disciplinary guidance by 
parents.

Slow Traffic Dangerous, Too 

The loiterer on the highway has always been con¬ 
sidered the “safe” driver, but with the speed-up of 
traffic in recent years he has become more and more a 
menace. No longer is the man who putters along in 
his car at 35 m.p.h. the shining example of safety and 
caution. It is true he is rarely involved in an accident 
himself, but he is responsible for creating a line of 
traffic behind. Often, some impatient motorist pulls 
out and conditions for a head-on collision have been 
formed. The slow, careful driver ahead must share 
some of the blame for the impending accident. 

The provincial government was wise in introduc¬ 
ing an amendment to the vehicles and highway traffic 
act, during the recent session of the legislature, curb¬ 
ing the slow movement of highway traffic. The new 
section says in part: 

“No person shall drive a vehicle at such a slow 
rate of speed as to impede or block the normal and 
reasonable movement of traffic then existing on a 
highway, except when it is necessary to do so for 
safe operation” ... if he does, “a peace officer may 
require him to increase his rate of speed or to remove 
the vehicle from the highway.”

ant as the yield. Haying should be 
done when the most favorable 
balance exists between nutritive 
value and tonnage. Experience has 
shown that this optimum stage 
occurs in Ihe case ox allalfa grass 
mixtures when the alfaliu starts to 
bloom. Where u hay crop is mostly 
grass, cut immediately after head¬ 
ing. Clover should be in full bloom 
except sweet clover which is best 
cut in the buil stage. 

Haying opera, ions should be 
carried out wiih the idou of main¬ 
taining quality. It may be best to 
do only a few acres at a time so 
that there is not a long period of 
time belwein mowing and raking 
and storing. Most deterioration 
takes place between mowing and 
the other subsequent operations. 
Baling or slacking should oe uone 
as soon as the hay is dry enough 
to keep and belore it gels dry 
enough to lose its leaves. Sixty to 
7(P/i- of the feed value is in the 
leaves. As a general rule hay cun 
safely be stored if the moisture is 
down to 2 5%. This is roughly 
when a wisp of hay is twisteu in 
the hands and a few break without 
any evidence of moisture at the 
breaks. Contrary to general belief, 
bales will not sh<*d rain, iherelore 
should be stored promptly. 

Often in the foothills area, 
weather conditions at haying time 
are unfavorable for the putting up 
of good quality hay. One way to 
overcome this is to utilize all or

Equipment for 
now sueii, that this operation can 
be relatively simple and economi¬ 
cal. Many types of forage material 
can be used for this purpose. Sil¬ 
age can be fed to livestock with 
the minimum of labor if it is 
stored in close proximity to the 
feeding area. Arrangements can be 
made so that stock can sell-feed 
on the silage if desired. 

The silo can be a fairly simple 
construction, in Western Canada 
the bunker type is the most popu¬ 
lar. The main requirement is good 
drainage and sturdy side walls to 
allow for packing. A pit type is 
good if drainage can be provided. 
It is possible' to merely stack some 
typos of material. 

Silage is an excellent livestock 
feed and is worthy of more con¬ 
sideration than it is now receiving.

Areund here, you’re lucky enough 
to have a local cryp of Saskatoon 
berries—a fruit that doesn’t grow 
in many parts of Canada. Here's 
my recipe for making these un¬ 
usual berries into an unusually 
delicious jam! 

SASKATOON JAM 

4>/s cups prepared fruit (about l l /t 
ots. rifre Saskatoon berries) 

2 tablespoons lemon Juice 
(I lemon ) 

7 cups (3 lbs.) sugar 
1 bottle Certo fruit pectin 
Prepare the fruit first. Crush 
thoroughly about IX qts. fully 
ripe Saskatoon berries. Measure 
4X cups into a very large sauce¬ 
pan. Squeeze juice from 1 lemon 
and measure 2 tablespoons into 
pan with berries. Heat gently un¬ 
til juice starts to flow. Simmer 
covered for 15 minutes. 

Next, make your jam. Add sugar 
to fruit in saucepan and mix well. 
Place over high heat, bring to a 
full rolling boil. Boil hard l minute, 
stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat, stir in Certo at once. Skim 
off foam* with metal spoon. Stir 
and skim for 5 minutes to cool 
slightly, and to prevent floating 
fruit. Ladle into glasses. Cover at 
once with X inch hot paraffin.

TWO CANADIAN THISTLES 
PER SQUARE YARD CAN CUT 
WHEAT YIELD BY 18% 

The presence of two Canadian 
thistle plants per square yard in 
a wheat field cuts the grain yield 
by 18 per cent reports E. S. Mol- 
berg of the Regina Experimental 
Farm. Nine thistles cause a loss 
of 65 per cent. 

The weed is hard to eradicate 
because its root system extends 
far below the cultivated zone and 
is capable of sustaining the plant 
for months even when the surface 
of the soil Is kept bare by cultiva¬ 
tion. 

Root fragments containing buds 
are spread by tillage impiements, 
a factor contributing to the in¬ 
crease of territory taken over by 
the Canadian Thistle. The best 
control Is to starve the thistle by 
planting competing crops. 

Forage crops mowed once or 
twice a year will eventually eradi¬ 
cate Canada thistle. A good stand 
of crested wheat grass has wiped 
out the weed in four years. This is 
probably the most economical at¬ 
tack for livestock farms and hes 
tlie advantage of preventing soil 
erosion. 

EMERGES LATE 

Cnada thistle emerges rather 
late In the spring, and fall rye or 
early maturing barley are prob¬ 
ably the best competing crops. Ef¬ 
fectiveness of competing crops Is 
increased by applying 2,4-D, on the 
crowing crop. 

Control by cultivation of the 
summerfallow should begin in the

fall immediately after harvest, 
and again just before freeze-up If 
necessary. Or let the thistles reach 
buil stage and cultivate every 
three weeks until freeze-up. If the 
weather is dry enough, either of 
these treatments may kill most of 
the thistles tn one year. 

USE CHEMICALS 

Chemicals can be used to sup¬ 
press the weeds in the crops, or as 
a substitute for cultivation. Apply 
2,4-D or MCPA at as high a rate 
as the crop will tolerate. This will 
suppress the thistle and prevent 
seed production. On fallow, 2,4-D 
applied at 16 oz. per acre will kill 
most of the top growth.
